that day a baker's house in Pompcsii w.i;- 
cxcavated, in one corner of which was fcnr.d 


^a hc:ip of silver and copper coins, to the 


number of about f>00, which had secmirnrlv 
been tied up in a litne ban. 
At the same 


time, and near the panic spot, wore found 
two large shears, and t'Oon a'terwards a 
house mill of thc ordinary description, to- 
gether with a little heap or corn, ihe grains 
of which were blackened and somewhat 
shrivelled, but yet fully preserving t.hoir 
:,s!iapo tin i very little diminished in .size. ]n 
the next apartment was found the metal 
shovel with which the loaves wore placed 
in the oven; thc oven itself, the mouth of 
which was closed with a la rye iron door. 
not on hinges, but cemented at the edges' 
to thc faces of the four large slabs whTeh 
formed the mouth of the oven. 
Thc door 


was soon removed and we were rewarded 
with thc sight of thc entire batch of kavcs, 
such as they were deported in ihc oven 
seventeen hundred and eighty-three yoars 
ago. 
They arc eighty-two in number, and
